Report of the Superintending School Committee. 


The Superintending School Committee is required by law to “ make out 
annually a report, and present the same to the town at its annual meet- 


ing.’ In compliance with this reasonable requirement, the following state- 
ment respecting the schools in this town, is respectfully submitted. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer Term. Teacher, Miss Avcusta 8. ApAMs. The teacher brought 
to the work high literary qualifications, a large amount of experience, and an 
aptness to teach. We will quote the remarks of Miss Adams. The teacher 
would say with regard to the great number of marks denoting absence which 
may be found upon the register that a large proportion of them was caused 
by illness. Still these reasons are not supposed to account for all the ab- 
sences of the term, nor is it believed by the teacher that all were necessary. 
Of the two pupils to whom corporeal punishment was administered, one was 
absent during the remainder of the term. In this, and in other instan- 
ces, the parents were to blame for not enforcing attendance. Miss Adams is 
a good teacher and gave satisfaction. Length 8 weeks. Attending to Read- 
ing and Spelling 24 ; Penmanship, 19; Arithmetic, 23; Grammar, 9; Geog- 
raphy, 8; History, 2; Composition, 3; Algebra, 3. 

Winter Term. ‘Teacher, Franxrin D. Nevrns. The school opened favor- 
ably. The teacher was amply qualified toteach in the various branches, and 
appeared active and willing to give instruction to his pupils. Instances of 
tardiness, 355; number days absence, 705. The progress made by those 
pupils who attended constantly, was good. Length, 10 weeks. Attending 
to Reading and Spelling, 42; Penmanship, 10; Arithmetic, 33; Algebra, 3 ; 
Grammar, 11; Geography, 7; Composition, 3, 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer Term. Teacher, Miss Frances M. Laneury. This was her first 
school, and she succeeded well. There was an improvement made in the 
several branches taught. Length, 8 weeks. Attending to Reading and 
Spelling, 13; Penmanship, 4; Arithmetic, 8; Grammar, 3; Geography, 6; 
Composition, 1; Physiology, 1. F 

Winter Term. Miss Racuret 8. Brown. This term commenced with a 
fair promise of being a very good school. But after the school had been in 
successful operation for about nine weeks it suddenly closed on account of 
sickness of the teacher. Attending to Reading and Spelling, 16; Penman- 
ship, 11; Arithmetic, 13; Grammar, 5; Geography, 7.

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DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer Term. Teacher, Miss Susan 8. Jonnson. This was Miss John- 
son’s first effort, and it was an entire success. Although the scholars were 
small, a very de¢ided improvement was made. Length, 8 weeks. Attending 
to Reading and Spelling, 13, Penmanship, 6; Arithmetic, 7; Geography, 1. 

Winter Term. Teacher, Miss Erten M. Goopwin. The teacher was 
amply qualified to teach in the various branches, and appeared active and 
willing to give instruction to her pupils. And she wouid probably have 
succeeded as a disciplinarian had her efforts been seconded by the parents of 
the district. Itis a mistake to suppose that a lady teacher is to enforce the 
obedience of the larger scholars by brute force, and that, too, without the co- 
operation of theparents. The’progress made by those pupils who attended 
constantly, was good. Length, 11 weeks. Attending to Reading and Spell- 
ing, 20; Penmanship, 9; Arithmetic, 17; Grammar, 2; Geography, 6. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Teacher, Miss ANN McDaniru. There was but one term in this district. 
It would be gratifying if we could speak of all schools with that degree of 
commendation with which we can of this. Length, 13 weeks. Attending to 
Reading and Spelling, 30; Penmanship, 12; Arithmetic, 18; Algebra, 4; 
Grammar, 8; Geography. 3; History. 2; Astronomy, 1; Book-keeping, 2. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer Term. Teacher, Miss Etvyira K. Jounson. This was Miss John- 
son’s first school. From what we saw and heard at the examinations, and 
from the united testimony of parents and others belonging to the district, we 
do not hesitate to pronounce the term a profitable one. The teacher, if she 

“follows her calling, is destined to make her mark. Length, 8 weeks. At- 
tending to Reading and Spelling, 10; Penmanship, 4; Arithmetic, 10; Al- 
gebra, 1; Grammar, 7; Geography, 3. 

Winter Term. Teacher, AtstEAD W. Browne. Mr. Brownell passed a 
a good examination, his school appeared well at its commencement, and the 
examination gave conclusive evidence that he had endeavored to be faithful, 
and the progress made showed that his efforts had met with success. Length, 
12 weeks. Attending to Reading and Spelling, 16 ; Penmanship, 9; Arith- 
metic, kb; Algebra, 3; Grammar, 8; Geography. 10. ;

Summer Term. ‘Teacher, Miss Racuet S. Brown. The order in this 
school was good. Recitations prompt and clear. Consequently a good 
School was the result. Length, 9 weeks. Attending to Reading and Spell- 
ing, 25; Penmanship, 12; Arithmetic, 19; Algebra, 1; Grammar, 6; Geog- 
raphy, 11.
